There was not a subject 



connected with the education of the 

deaf and the blind that ho did nol 
thoroughly study and interpret. 
einpliiied in bis management 
during 'his petiod, his master ideas 
were thoroughness of work and 
thoroughness of devotion on the 

part of all Within the walls of his 
school The school was small, and 
he, with his assistants, lived with 
the deaf and the blind children 
under his care a \ ei y close life. 
Even after the day's wank was done 

he would gather these children In 

his stiul\ to leach them studious 
habits and lo assist them with their 
work for tin* following day. 

Those who attended the Cedar 
Spring School during Ibis llrsl epoch 
learned more from their founder 
than from their books, lie outlin- 
ed Ihe policy of Ihe school upon 
lines that permitted future growth 
and development, His foundation 

was that. UPOU which a, broad build 
add be erected. Many of his 

ideas without change are to-day 
being applied by his grandchildren 
in various Slates. 

The second epoch is from 1R(i7 lo 
and should ho called the 
period of daikiiess. During these 
years, misfortune came close upon 
one other, and at limes the very 
life of the school seemed none, 
.lusl as the State of South Carolina 
was beginning to establish her 
directorate over this work, the War 
Between the Sections clouds began 
to rise and all thiiurs were forgotten 
save only the defense of those prin- 
ciples, we thought, were ihe founda- 
tion of our liberties. Bui darkness 
within darkness surrounded ihis 
school in 1861, when the "founder 
and gliding genius" of deal and 
blind education of South Carolina 
was taken by death from the State 
and from his school. When Ihe 
Between the Sections closed, 
the school (dosed and the future 
seemed dark, and it was dark. 

From 1865 to L876, the school was 
more often closed than opened. 

I!ut throng!) all these years of de- 
pression and persecution, because 
there was persecution under Ihe 

rule of the carpetbaggers, one idea 

being shaped, and that 
that thecanse foi which the founder 

had lived and died must be preseiv 
ed ; and that only those who hail 
Caught his spirit should me interest- 
ed with his work. Even the Re- 
publican radicals appreciated this 
latter sentiment, for when thej

doors at Cedar Spring, the pride ol 

ither's life, and the hope of 
his own, for the well being of the 
white children ol South Carolina, 
il attempts were made by the 
Radicals to open the school by im- 
porting from the North those who 
Willing to see while and black 
Children in the same rooms, but 

failed, because he who •

one of transition. During this time 

the school has passed from a small 
home school lo a large and systems 
school ; from an enrollment of 
•M to But (he growth of a 

school cannot be measured by its in- 
crease irr pupilage ; that is indeed a 
poor unit by which lo measure 
growth. In 1876 the literary de- 
partment was practically the school 
bnl to-day that is toil one of the se- 
veral departments that rank equal 
10 it ; the Industrial department, 
the music department and the physi- 
cal culture department, are now be-" 
ing given great prominence. Crest 
care has always been taken with the 
moral training given the deaf and 
the blind children of South Caro- 
lina ; certainly the boys and girls 
who sal under the leadership of Hie 
founder of this school had as great 
advantage for character building as 

have those ol to day. Hut in phy- 
sical, literary and industrial train- 
ing, since 1876, there has been 
great improvement. First, there 

was the lengthening of the term 
from six to eighl years, and later to 
ten. And later still, all tune limit 

was removed and a scholarship stan- 
dard was placed for graduation. 
There waaatime when there was 

no diploma given at Cedar Spring ; 

later one was given thai represent- 
ed a term of attendance ; hut te day 

this diploma represents a standard 
of scholarship Indeed, there is do 
difference to day between tin' iv- 
suits accomplished with deaf and 
blind children and with normal 
children ; the difference lies only in 

the methods employed to gain those 
results. It is a great task to place 
within any human mind an educa- 
tion when either of the two most im- 
portant senses is lost. To educate a 
normal child requires great lime and 

great equipment, but a blind or a 
deal child requires greater time and 
greater equipment ; especially is 

Ihis true of a deal child. Because 
he (Miters school, lacking not only 

all language, but also all language 
coll development, in me main. The 
normal child entering school needs 
only to bo progressed, but the deaf 
child must be made, then pro 
ed.

The education of a blind child is 

isior (ban the education of a 

deaf child, for the former if left 

alone will rise with his associates 
while ihe latter is completely shut 
off from the world till by special In- 
struction his mind has been opened. 
Prom the day the deaf child first 
faces bis teacher to the day lit- re- 
- his diploma, it is a work of 

language acquisition. The day he 

enters a school he not. only has nol a 
word of laugnage but also he has 
not the knowledge that such a thing 
as language exists. The normal or 
blind child, for from this view [mint 
(hey aii' the same, is from four l.o 
six years in advance of the deaf 
Child, The deaf child, Itou 

i advantage o\ er the 
blind child, in that his knowledge is 
broader and more minute. So the 
question With the deaf child resolves 

Itself mi" him language and 

eo ordiuating his ideas, while with 
the blind child the ureal woik.is to 
i. 'I knowledge of the 
commonplace things around him, 
then to lead him on into 
fields of knowledge. To take a 
blind child or a deaf child from a 

home where he has been made to 

feel that he can do nothing and 
place him where he feels in many 
he is (he equal of his normal 
brother and sister, requires thai the 
spirit of his school be full of hope 
and optimism. And such a spirit can 
be possible only where he can eou- 
siantlv behold before him the sue

To my mind these proxy rules are 
unnecessary and fantastic. The 
proper thing could have been to 
suggest a simple form of authoriza- 
tion, require that this authorization 
be witnessed, and then have the 
proxy-holder submit his proxies to 
irer or a committee ap- 
pointed to pass on the standing of 
both the proxy-holder and his prin- 
dpal. Only those might be thrown 
out, where one or the other was not 
a member of the Association in good 
standing. That is the essence and 
the spirit of the law. To bind it 
about with red tar>e, as is now being 
by Mr. Hanson, will strangle 
the whole thing. We already have 
one effect of this jxjlicy in the 
■intent of Mr. Berg, repealing 
the provision for proxy voting al- 
together. 

Mr. Hanson announces that this 
amendment has beeu referred to his 
"Committee on Laws." Why, 
quotha ? What authority has this 
or any other committee to pass on 
intendments? What legal 
standing has this committee? The 
law is explicit. It requires that 
amendments must be submitted to 
the President, and by him published. 
The convention itself alone has the 
right to decide upon their ultimate 
al. The convention alone 
may accept or reject them. 

I trust that the coming conven- 
tion will be the largest and best in 
history of the Association. I 
that the attendance will l>e 
i that any attempt to control the 
will of the convention and to over- 
ride the wishes of those who are 
actually there, by the proxies of 
■ ntees held in the hands of a few, 
will be squelched rough shod.
